Lord. Again; Eſſentially tak'n, they are all three 
capable of being attributed to each Pers n. So 
that, as the Father is not only God; but Lord too, 
and Holy Spirit: ſo the Son is not only Lord; but 
Gad too, and Holy Spirit: and the Third Pers'n, is 
not only the Holy Spirit; but Lord alſo, and God. 
And this, I hope, may be a ſufficient Ground for 
an Accommodation between us. For the Dit inct ion 
you maſt needs allow of; if, at leaft, you wil have 
the Father to be Lord; and Spirit, as well as God: 
which I believe, you wil not deny Him to be. For 
(ſeeing they are not One in Perſ's,) if the Father be 
of a Spiritual Subſtance, (Eſſence or Nature) Dif- 
ferent from That of the Holy Ghoſt; How can it be 
ſaid, (as it is, Eph. iv. 4.) that there is | bur] Onc 
Spirit? And the like is to be underſtood of the One 
Lord. For, if the Eſſence, Subſtance or Nature

we make but One Lord of them? for they muſt 
needs be as much Two, as the Creator, and a Creature 
are Two. 
But, that the Se alſo is a Spirit, (and, by Con- 
ſequence the ſame Spirit, Eſſentially, with the Holy 
Ghoſt, ) is the expreſs Affirmation of St. Paul, 
2 Cor. iii. 17. and very plainly intimared, no leſs than 
ſeyn times, in the Epiſtles of the Revelation.
